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NE of the photos shows a new sugar- 
beet puller designed for use with 
all-purpose tractor. The beet puller 
consists essentially of an arch fitted with 
two adjustable puller blades so shaped as 
to catch each beet just below the bulge and 
ease it out of the ground. Since it is not 
necessary to run the points deeper than the

bulge of the beet, the draft of the imple- 
ment is relatively light. Coulters cut 
away surplus foliage. The puller can be 
detached readily. Cultivator attach- 
ments for sugar beets can be put on. 


ANoTHER photo shows a 
class in agricultural engineering at Purdue 
University making tests on a balloon-tired 
tractor. Similar tests made at other agri- 
cultural colleges have helped to determine 
the value of balloon tires on farm tractors. 
These boys are measuring depth of furrow, 
figuring work done, weighing the fuel, etc. 
Tests at Iowa State College showed as 
much as 19 per cent increased tractive 
efficiency with pneumatic tires (compared 
with conventional steel wheels fitted with 
lugs) on pulverated ground. There was 
also an increase on sod and cinders. 

Rubber tires were a major topic at the 
winter meeting of the American Society 
of Agricultural Engineers in Chicago early 
in December. Over 2,500 questionnaires 
had been sent out to users of rubber tires, 
and a summary of 373 replies was pre- 
sented at the meeting. Of this sizable 
group, 61 said they did not use their 
tractors more after rubber tires were put 
on; the others all gave varying amounts of 
increased usage. Nearly all reported fuel 
saving. Higher gear operation was re- 
ported by most of these users.

While 
full details are not yet available it is under- 
stood that the machine will be small, 
compact, lightweight, operated by power 
takeoff and capable of being handled by 
any two-plow farm tractor that can be 
equipped with a power takeoff. The 
selling price has not been announced, but 
is expected to be low enough that any

The machine 
is designed to harvest such crops as wheat, 
oats, rye, barley, flax, soybeans, buck- 
wheat, sweet clover, lespedeza and similar

A RECENT Farm Journal 
visitor, a retired engineer, suggested a 
dusting device for truck crops, hitched up 
to the exhaust pipe of the auto, truck or 
tractor. 

The idea was newer then than now, 
for we have learned there is such a device 
on the market, used principally in vapor- 
izing sulfur for control of greenhouse 
fungus and insects—tomato leaf mold, late 
blight, white fly, red spider, etc. 


Here's a bit of fence

Small 
Garden 


I’d want it to be as nearly perfect 

as possible. If but little time could 
be devoted to its care, I would plan all 
the more carefully that only the most 
desirable things should go into it. And 
these same rules applying to small 
gardens may well be observed in larger 
ones. If you don’t plan your garden, 
you'll probably have a “hit or miss” 
garden that will be a disappointment 
rather than a satisfaction. 

Planning does not necessarily mean 
elaborate sketches and designs worked 
out with drawing instruments but it 
does mean setting down on paper the 
scheme you want to follow. After each 
name in the list, note its height, color, 
month of bloom and, as nearly as pos- 
sible, the amount of space each plant 
will be expected to demand. 

This listing will give you a fairly clear 
mental picture of the plants and what 
they will produce in the garden. You 
may not find all this needed information 
in any one catalog but by referring to 
several and checking back and forth, it 
may be obtained. 

With the list complete, you are ready 
to go further in your planning. The 
easiest way is to take a large sheet of 
wrapping paper, something not too dark, 
so that writing with lead pencil may 
readily be seen. On this paper, roughly 
draw a diagram of the beds or border 
you plan to make this spring. With a 
ruler or yardstick, rule it both ways into 
one-inch squares. Now try to imagine 
that each one-inch square represents one 
square foot in the garden. If your border 
is to be 10 or 20 or 50 feet long, make 
your plan that many inches. Show the 
width the same way. 

Now if you’ve prepared your sketch 
plan as outlined above, you’re ready to 
plant, on paper, the garden you'll later 
plant outdoors. Begin at the rear, if 
the garden is to be viewed from one 
side only, or in the middle if to be seen 
from both sides, and “plant’”’ by writing or printing on the plan 
the names of the varieties you will use. Locate the taller kinds 
first and work out towards the front edge with the lower growing 
varieties. Try to imagine the amount of space each plant will 
need according to its size at maturity and arrange according to 
the squares representing square feet in the garden. 


Plan for Color as Well as Bloom 


N order that you may the more clearly ‘‘see’’ the garden-that- 

is-to-be as you plan it out on paper, below each plant name, 
write the color of the flowers and the months of bloom. Don’t 
try to make the whole plan in one evening. Spend a good many 
at it and you’ll find the task one of the most fascinating of 
indoor sports. As you arrange and rearrange the different kinds 
of flowers, as you try to “see’’ them like they will appear in 
your garden, you will gradually get a mental picture of the 
garden in full bloom.

The secret of success of 
any garden, big or little, 
1s planning

Because if it could not be improved in 
the future years you would soon loose 
interest in it. But it’s very worth while 
to plan and replan in an honest attempt 
to secure an ideal arrangement. 

The little plan accompanying this 
article was made by just such a system 
as outlined herein and then reduced to 
the mere names of the plants because 
space would not permit color and season 
of bloom to be included. Your catalogs 
will tell you that, anyway. You’ll note 
the little plan is divided into sections and 
within each, three to five kinds of 
flowers are indicated. The upper va- 
riety indicated in each group blooms 
during the earlier months of the garden 
season; those shown in all capital letters 
flower during midseason and onwards; 
while those names underscored open 
their flowers during the latter third of 
the garden year. 


Continuous Bloom 


AKE the rear right hand section. 

Hemerocallis flava, the old fashioned 
Lemon Lily, blooms in May; Hardy 
Phlox starts in midsummer and with 
proper care blooms more or less all sum- 
mer and fall; Michaelmas Daisy or Fall 
Aster, variety Climax, exhibits its glo- 
rious masses of color from late August 
well into October. This gives a succes- 
sion of bloom right through the season. 

Each section in the little border is 
similarly planned though some have 
more than three kinds of plants in them. 
The ideal grouping is about five varieties 
so that they will more nearly overlap 
each other; and to them should be added 
spring flowering bulbs and here and 
there annuals to fill the gaps. 

I have left off the ruling into squares 
in this little plan because it may easily 
be adapted to a large or small garden. A 
length of 15 feet would accommodate one 
plant each of the larger growing things 
like Hemerocallis, Phlox, Peony and 
Shasta Daisy and several each of such things as Viola, Primula, 
Dianthus and Dwarf Aster. 

By the way, this new Dwarf Aster, suggested for the fore- 
ground of the border, is an unusually fine thing being generally 
introduced for the first time this year. It originally came from 
England but plants are available from several of the larger 
growers. It’s ideal for massing and edging where a low growing 
late blooming variety is desired. 

Every variety in the little garden has been selected not alone 
for its satisfactory performance in the garden but also for its 
combining with other things in the group and with adjacent 
groups. Where specific varieties like Iris ‘‘Prospero,’”’ Chrysan- 
themum “The Torch,” or Phlox “Miss Lingard’ are named, 
they have been chosen for their excellent all ’round quality and 
seasonable blooming. The Torch, for example, blooms early 
and makes one of the most brilliant displays imaginable. It, 
too, is one of the newer things, belonging to the early flower- 

ing "Mums becoming so 
important today. 





for grouping flowers in 
the garden is unlimited. 
Hundreds, aye, hundreds 
of thousands of combina- pK OE 
tions are possible. That’s 4 
what makes gardening so 
interesting. When you 
get your plan complete, 
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You’ll note on the little 
plan some circles dotted 
in here and there. These 
are suggested locations 
for clumps of spring 
blooming bulbs such as 
Tulips and Narcissus. Af- 
ter they have finished 
blooming and their fo- 
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it will be your garden, 
very different from any- 
body elses’ garden. You 
probably will not be sat- 
isfied with it, in fact you 
don’t expect nor want to 
be completely satisfied.

had someone told us in the language of the boys: ‘‘You 

ain’t seen nothin’ yet.’”” Now we admit that we hadn’t, 
for the 1934 drought was far more severe than that four years 
ago and covered a much greater area. 

Last year’s drought, the worst on record in this country, 
severely reduced the yields of clover and grass hay crops with 
the result that practically none will be carried over and the 
forage for next winter’s feeding must be produced during 1935. 
How can this be done? 

New seedings failed generally in the severe drought area last 
year so that little clover hay will be 
produced there in 1935. Alfalfa in 
places was weakened by severe cold 
early in 1934 and by last summer’s 
drought, consequently such stands 
are likely to produce disappointing 
yields in 1935. Moreover, the farm- 
er’s present forage difficulties are 
further intensified by the critical 
meadow-seed shortage. Good seed 
is scarce this year. The drought caused that, too. 

The seed available for 1935 planting includes the carryover 
and the 1934 crop. The supply of red and mammoth clover 
is only half of normal, that of alsike slightly less than half, that 
of sweet clover a little more than half. The alfalfa seed supply 
is about three-fourths; orchard grass, three-fifths; millet, sudan 
grass and sorghum about two-fifths; timothy, one-tenth of 
normal. Fortunately the red-top supply is one-half greater 
than normal. This shortage has raised seed prices tremendously.

Reduce Seeding Per Acre 


‘NAREFUL planning is needed to keep the effects of the 1934 
drought from carrying over into succeeding years. In order to 
hold down the cost of this year’s seeding and to con- 
serve the extremely small supply of some seeds it 
is advisable to sow less clover and timothy to the 
acre than usual. Here in New York many farmers 
have been sowing from one to one and one-half 
pecks of clover and timothy seed to the acre. 
Elsewhere the rate of seeding is much 
lower than this. For average soil condi- 
tions eastern farmers are urged to buy 
high-quality seed and sow from six to 
eight pounds of timothy, four to six of 
red clover and three to four pounds of 
alsike to the acre. Because of the ex- 
treme shortage of timothy redtop may be 
used instead. The lime needs of clover, of 
course, should be satisfied. On dry soils 
with sufficient lime, five or six pounds of 
inoculated hardy alfalfa seed (because it is 
cheaper than clover) may be substituted 
for alsike; or 15 pounds of alfalfa may be 
sown in a nurse crop, or ten pounds with-

out nurse crop. If seeded alone moderately early, alfalfa should 
make a good cutting of hay the first year. (Inoculation of 
legumes can be expected to benefit the yield and stand.—Editor. | 

On moderately weed-free soils red clover, about eight pounds 
to the acre, seeded alone fairly early under favorable soil con- 
ditions will make some fine hay in late summer and still grow 
regularly the following year. Biennial white sweet clover may 
be used in the same way, 12 to 15 pounds to the acre. The 
quality of such sweet clover is indicated by the name “near 
alfalfa,’’ used for it in the Middle West. Under very favorable 
conditions sweet clover seeded in wheat or rye makes a fair 
hay crop the first year. It pays to 
inoculate legumes under most soil 
conditions. 

While clover, timothy and alfalfa 
are usually grown more cheaply 
than are the annual forage crops, 
these annuals will fill a real need in 
1935. Soybean seed supply is one- 
half above normal. Seeded on soil 
suitable for red clover, in a good 
corn seedbed, soon after corn-planting time, soybeans usually 
make a good yield of high-protein feed. Mixing millet, sudan 
grass, or sorghum with soybeans may produce even more feed. 
Besides, a mixture cures better than soybeans alone. 


Oats, Field Peas, Millets 


ATS and Canada field peas sown early on land suited to red 
clover will make a large yield of high-quality feed in areas 
of moderate early summer temperatures. 

Oats sown rather thickly produces satisfactory yields of hay 
comparable to timothy in feeding value. Oats alone or in mix- 
ture with peas makes the best hay when cut after heading out 
fully but before the grain begins to turn. Good feed oats serve 

this purpose and are available for sowing in good 
supply at reasonable prices. 
The millets and sudan grass grow on a wide range 
of soils. They produce goodly yields of hay 
with feeding value similar to that of timothy. 
These hot weather crops are seeded after 
the soil has warmed up, following corn 
planting by several days, depending on 
location and on the drainage of the soil. 
Corn planted thickly makes a large 
yield of palatable forage. It may be 
planted with corn planter or grain drill 
and cultivated as usual or seeded with the 

grain drill all holes open. This gives a 

big yield of fine stalks with little grain. 

For seeding in this way feeding corn that 

germinates moderately well is suitable and 

relatively inexpensive. 
The millets, sorghums, sudan grass and 
soybeans (alone or mixed), corn, oats

uniform of a housekeeper should 

not be as attractive and becoming 
as her party dress—no reason why her 
family should not see her at her best the 
same as friends who only meet her occasionally. Cottons now-a- 
days come in so many colors and shades that any woman can 
find material that will be becoming to her. Such lovely blues, 
greens, pinks and lavenders in polka dots, checks, flower sprays 
and plain colors, as heap cotton counters at this season. Spring 
and summer materials make a much greater appeal to the 
average woman than do winter fabrics. Perhaps it’s because 
we are tired of a somber colored world. 

Let me beseech you not to buy drabby grays and browns for 
house wear even if you think they will save washing. A soiled 
garment is soiled whether light or dark and needs to be laundered. 
Your family will like you much better in cheerful colors and 
especially in the spring and summer they are more in keeping 
with Nature’s colors out-of-doors. The laundering problem can 
be much helped by selecting a design for your house dresses that 
is easy to wash and iron. If you do not have time to do much 
ironing, select one of the fine seersuckers which are so much 
liked now. These will not require ironing except for the bands. 

It is a waste of time and money to make into dresses, material 
that is not fast colored. There are many brands on the market 
on which you can depend and they are at the same time reason-

able in price. If you also take care to 
select material that has been sanforized 
you will not need to worry over the 
garment shrinking when it is washed. 

A green and white print in geometrical 
design, bound with a green bias fold; a cheerful red, broken 
by little white blocks, bound with bright red; a lawn or dotted 
swiss in pink with white spots, bound with plain pink or pale 
blue; a flowered peach color bound with peach or French blue; 
a pale blue with tiny white clover design bound in pale blue 
or white, are possible combinations. Instead of the plain 
binding some may prefer a tiny ruffle of plain white organdy 
or lawn. This would add a trifle to the ironing but would be 
very flattering. 

How simple the design shown above is can be told from the 
small sketch just below the main figure. Note how very few 
pieces comprise it and how easy it would be to launder. In the 
illustration a white percale with red polka dots was used. The 
neck and sleeves were bound with red bias fold in fast color. 
This could also be used to bind the slits. Bias fold can be 
bought, if you don’t happen to know this, already folded as 
well as turned, to stitch to a garment. The sash which runs 
through the slits in the front section holds the dress snugly to 
the figure, giving a very trim, pleasing effect.

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Seven Budget Recipes 


something new—yet some- 

thing to save the dollars 
few—perhaps these are the kind 
of recipes which most of us are 
watching and waiting for at the 
present time. 

Budgets which won’t budge, 
however, have in them a very definite challenge to mothers 
and home makers. Perhaps we are challenged to serve to the 
family more inexpensive dishes than of old; yet they must still 
be so delicious that they will be enthusiastically enjoyed. Per- 
haps we are challenged to serve to the family more left-overs 
than usual; yet they, too, must be so prepared that they can 
be served with no necessity of apologies being made to the family. 

After all, such a challenge is really an opportunity—an oppor- 
tunity which perhaps is best expressed in the words of one 
mother who said, “I get a real thrill out of this depression—in 
keeping all of my loved ones healthy and happy—even though 
I haven’t much to do it with.” 

These recipes, then, are dedicated to keeping your family 
healthy and happy. They have been chosen because they are 
new and different, and with only one or two exceptions they 
are guaranteed to help stretch the budget to its most stretch- 
able limit. 

First of all, here is an excellent way of cooking haddock ten- 
derloins; the method is so simple that it is a budget time saver 

and haddock tenderloins are so inexpensive that the use of 
them is a budget money saver.

Hot Oven Method of Cooking Haddock Tenderloins 


Dip fish into the salted milk, drain, then roll in hard bread 
crumbs to cover thoroughly. Place in a well oiled baking pan 
and brush fish with a small amount of melted butter or oil. Note: 
No water is added to the pan when using the hot oven method 
of preparing fish. 

Place the pan of fish in a preheated hot oven (500° F.) for 
approximately ten minutes. Fish will then be browned on both 
sides—turning is not necessary. Carefully remove with a spatula 
or pancake turner to a hot platter and serve at once. 

The recipe for this sea food surprise makes a very small 
quantity of tuna fish go a very long way.

34 teaspoon onion salt 

‘9 teaspoon celery salt 

44 teaspoon white pepper 
Cracker meal 


1 cup corn meal 

3 cups boiling water 
1 teaspoon salt 

1'4 cups tuna fish 


Cook the corn meal, water and salt in a double boiler until very 
thick (about 30 minutes). Add the tuna fish and seasonings. 
Turn into a loaf pan and chill. Cut in quarter-inch slices and 
dip in cracker meal. Fry or saute until golden brown.

1 tablespoon minced onion 


Mix thoroughly all ingredients in order given. Form into meat 
balls the size of a walnut. Place in greased baking dish and 
cover with tomatoes—raw, canned, or tomato soup. Cover 
baking dish. Bake 11% hours in a moderate oven (350° F.). 

And then for the left-overs. Truly they become so disguised 
in the form of Stuffed Baked Potatoes that you can defy the 
family to even try to recognize them. 


Stuffed Baked Potatoes 


l4 teaspoon paprika 

Lo cup white sauce 

Salt and pepper to taste 

1g cup buttered bread crumbs 


4 large potatoes for baking 
lg cup minced onion 

3 tablespoons butter 

2 cups left-over meat, ground 
1 tablespoon minced parsley 


Bake potatoes, cut lengthwise, and take out potato. Mash 
potatoes and add to them the above ingredients except bread 
crumbs as listed. Heap into shells, top with buttered bread 
crumbs and bake approximately 15 minutes longer in a hot 
oven (425° F.). 

Here is a recipe which is popular because every ingredient in 
it is usually found on the pantry shelf. 


My Pollyanna Pudding 


1 teaspoon cinnamon lg teaspoon cloves 

l4 teaspoon allspice 1 cup granulated sugar 
1 teaspoon baking powder

1 cup milk 

l4 cup shortening 9 
1 cup ground dry bread crumbs 
2 tablespoons molasses 

‘6 cup bread flour

Dipping the fish in egg 
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Compulsion by Whom? 


N considering the question of “compulsory” plans for farm 

prosperity, as opposed to “voluntary” plans, there is one 
distinction to be kept clearly in mind, namely: who is going to 
apply the compulsion?

Heart-Girth and Weight 


VERY dairyman who has his cows tested regularly—and 
that should include all dairymen who are in the business for 
a living—should know the weight of each cow under test. 

For farms with wagon scales this is easy. But other dairy- 
men may use the method of estimating the weight according to the 
heart-girth—a well-established and sufficiently reliable system. 

The Bureau of Dairy Industry has recently completed a new 
table of weights, based on American-type Holsteins and Jerseys. 
By this table and a good tape-line you can come within a few 
pounds of the true weight of any cow, from a peewee of 50 
inches girth weighing 394 pounds to a monster of 92 inches 
weighing 1975.

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The Drift Toward Compulsion 


Cotton and tobacco majorities vote 
compulsory restrictions on minorities 
—Does that mean farmers in other 
lines are turning toward compulsion? 


OW that cotton and 

| \ tobacco farmers have 

voted so overwhelm- 

ingly to continue the Bank- 

head and Kerr-Smith types of 

production control, farmers in 

other parts of the country are 

beginning to consider the 

possible future effects on their 
farming operations. 

The specific questions being 
asked most frequently by 
farmers are: 

Does the landslide vote for 
continuation of the Bankhead and Kerr-Smith laws mark the 
beginning of a nation-wide trend toward the taxing method of 
controlling production of all crops—wheat, corn, hogs, cattle, 
etc.? Chester Davis, Administrator of the AAA, says he be- 
lieves the best available answer to this question is, ‘“Not neces- 
sarily. No one knows.” 

Does the Agricultural Adjustment Administration consider 
the vote a mandate to work out similar programs for other 
crops? Mr. Davis’ answer to this question is a definite “No.” 

“There apparently is at least one argument-free conclusion 
to be drawn from farmers’ vote on these two laws,” Mr. Davis 
tells me. ‘‘That is that cotton and tobacco farmers have indi- 
cated that they feel satisfied with the results of the present 
effort to control production of their particular crops. 

“There has been a popular disposition, you know, to call 
the Bankhead and the Kerr-Smith Acts ‘compulsory control of 
production.’ I do not believe that the facts warrant calling 
either of the laws ‘compulsory,’ that is, implying that there is 
compulsion from Washington or from any outside force. You 
simply can not overlook the fact that more than 90 per cent 
of the producers who voted were in favor of using the two laws. 
Certainly nothing could be more democratic than following the 
wishes of a 90 per cent majority.” 


Growers Aim to Protect Prices 


N answer to a question concerning his own attitude toward the 
Bankhead and Kerr-Smith Acts Mr. Davis says, “Here is 
the point to keep in mind about the two laws. Their primary 
objective is to remove the incentive for not co-operating with

“I don’t know whether the 
Bankhead and Kerr-Smith 
taxing methods would work 
for other crops. Some of us 
here in AAA are inclined to 
believe that cotton and to- 
bacco are about the only 
crops which really lend them- 
selves to the taxing type of 
control. Others of us are in- 
clined to believe that other 
methods of control could be 
found; possibly the Kerr- 
Smith type of tax alone, for 
example. Might be sufficient for the purpose. 

“Anyway if farmer producers of other crops demonstrate 
clearly that they want to use some control method in addition 
to the domestic allotment system, AAA will make every effort 
to help them work out the plans.” 


Why the Success with Cotton? 


HIS naturally suggested the question, ““Why wouldn’t the 

Bankhead and Kerr-Smith methods work for other crops?” 

“The reasons for successful operation of the Bankhead Act 
have to be kept in mind in any consideration of methods of con- 
trolling other crops,” Mr. Davis said. ‘These reasons apply 
almost equally to the Kerr-Smith tobacco act, also. All the 
reasons will not apply to all crops, of course, but merely setting 
them down suggests some of the problems which it would be 
necessary to face in working out similar programs for other crops. 

“In the first place, cotton is an export crop. There is no 
official or farmer intention to reduce production of cotton to a 
domestic basis. The objective is to grow as much cotton as 
can be sold at home and abroad at a profit. As a result, Ameri- 
can cotton producers will continue to compete with producers 
in other parts of the world. For this reason it is probable that 
the rewards of complying with control programs will continue to 
be tangible. 

“Cotton is not perishable. This is one of the vital reasons 
the Bankhead Act has worked as successfully as it has, and why 
it probably will continue to work successfully as we gain experi- 
ence in its administration. Being non-perishable it can be stored 
almost indefinitely, and, equally important, it can be stored at 
very low expense. 

“Cotton is inedible. It can not be consumed 
on the farm. It can not be consumed as it comes 





the domestic allotment programs of the AAA. They do not 
make it illegal for a farmer to grow as much 
cotton or tobacco as he wants to grow. They 
merely remove the incentive for such a choice. 7 
“It seems to me that this is a perfectly fair Zee 


principle. A vast majority of producers of ZEN, 
cotton and tobacco have decided that it is to Jae 
their present and ultimate advantage to adjust 
the production of these crops nearer to con- 
sumption levels. Is it any wonder that this 
majority voted to make it unprofitable for their 
non-complying neighbors to grow as much as 
they wished in order to take advantage of the 
higher price brought about by the efforts at con- 
trol of the co-operating majority, and perhaps, 
at the same time, jeopardize the success of the 
whole program? . 

“TI am frank to admit that the favorable vote 
was heavier than I expected, but I think it ee 
proves conclusively the determination of cotton 4 
and tobacco farmers to make their program work - 
successfully.” 

“Do you think farmers in other parts of the = 








from the field; it must move into commercial ° 
channels in its raw form. For this reason, 
evasion of the law, so-called bootlegging, is 
practically impossible. 

“Almost all cotton moves in interstate com- 
merce. This gives the federal government the 
necessary authority for exercising the control 
farmers want. 

“In addition, all cotton moves into commerce 
through a bottle-neck, the cotton gin. The 
relatively small number of cotton gins not only 
makes the Bankhead Act fairly easy to adminis- 
ter and enforce, but is another reason why the 
law can be administered without undue expense. 


Difficulties with Other Crops 


ND last, and perhaps most important, is the 
fact that cotton is about the most completely

country will want to use the Bankhead and 
Kerr-Smith types of control?” I ask. 

“It probably is true that producers of crops other than cotton 
and tobacco are beginning to think about ways and means of 
applying the same principle to control programs for their crops,”’ 
says Mr. Davis. 

“But, there is nothing new about this desire. Co-operative 
marketing associations have always sought for some such plan. 
With the example of the cotton and tobacco farmers before 
them, it is natural that farmers should again be examining the 
possibility of making non-compliance with control programs 
unprofitable. 


The commercial history of a bale of American 
cotton in a European warehouse can, for example, be traced 
backward, through all the numerous commercial transactions 
involved, directly to John Jones, the farmer who originally 
produced and sold it. This is another reason for the relative 
ease of enforcing the Bankhead Act. 

“You can see that cotton and tobacco seem to have been 
tailor-made for the type of control we are using. I am inclined 
to believe that other methods of removing the profit of non- 
compliance could be developed if farmers set their minds to it. 
It could not be done overnight, of course.”

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Leghorn Cockerels 
By D. C. Kennard 


Poultry Editor 


HREE ways of tackling the Leghorn 
cockerel problem were suggested in 
January. Continuing from where we left 


off, let us consider a second method—that 
is, remove the cockerels as soon as their 
comb development indicates sex, and sell 
or destroy them. 

This is simply another method of sexing 
Leghorn chicks. Since the cockerels with 
the pullets are not objectionable during 
the first four weeks, the cost of sexing 
Leghorn chicks by this procedure is the 
1 to 1!5 pounds of feed consumed by each 
cockerel before its sex is determined. Any 
poultry raiser can do a good job sexing 


| Leghorns by the end of four weeks. 

The third and latest method of solving | 
| the cockerel problem is similar to the | 
| second except that the chicks are sexed 
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when day old by experts. Since Leghorn 
chicks can be sexed either when day old 
by experts, or by the poultry raiser when 
from two to four weeks old by means of 
the cockerels’ comb development, the 
choice of method will no doubt be largely 
determined by which is considered the 
most efficient and the least expensive. 


Give Chicks Plenty of Room 


HE greatest liability in connection with 

sexing of day-old chicks or the purchase 
of day-old pullet chicks is that the poultry 
raiser may be tempted to purchase more 
pullet chicks than half the previous cus- 
tomary number of unsexed chicks. When 
the poultry raiser puts 300 unsexed chicks

Gall Bladder Disease She Loves to Wear the 
By Dr. E. C. Dubois Clothes that Mother Makes 


|g HOUGH the gall bladder is not a 
necessary organ, merely acting as a 
reservoir for accumulated bile which is 
formed in the liver, it has a capacity for 
making trouble out of all proportion to its 
size. Under normal conditions the gall 
bladder function is a part of the digestive 
cycle sending along the bile to the small 
intestine to assist in the digestion of fats. 

Frequently it happens that when the 
food gives the signal for digestion, the gall 
bladder fails to contract, or the bile duct 
is clogged and we have as common warn- 
ings the familiar signs of biliousness, loss of 
appetite, nausea, headache, possibly a 
yellowish tinge to the eyes and skin, and 
pain. It depends entirely to what extent 
the bile flow is interfered with, whether 
one suffers marked pain or more or less 
chronic digestive discomfort. If the gall 
bladder is acutely inflamed following an 
infection and there is production of gall 
stones the suffering will be considerably 
greater than if there is a chronic catarrhal 
condition which permits a certain amount | 
of bile outflow but never a complete | 
emptying of the gall bladder.

Should the cockerels be confined 
indoors or in batteries they will require a 
complete ration, including cod-liver oil 
and green feed or their equivalents. If 
confined to a sun yard, sun porch, or to a 
limited range which does not provide 
adequate green feed then they will need 
to be fed green feed but will not need cod- 
liver oil or its equivalent. 

The regular chick starter or a well- 
balanced ration for layers, whichever is 
the most economical, will serve for the 
cockerels until marketed. 


Cost of Leghorn Broilers 


fp cost of Leghorn broilers varies so 
greatly with different poultry raisers 
in the same locality and in different lo- 
calities that no definite figures can be sug- 
gested which would prove practicable. 
However, there are certain items entering 
into the costs which are much the same for 
all, such as the cost of cockerel chicks, 
feed, fuel for brooding, and labor. Each

Since Leghorn cockerels grow more rapidly 
their weight will generally average 10 to 
15 per cent more than the average for 
both sexes and their feed consumption will | 
be slightly more. 

In a few words, poultry raisers need to 
reappraise the Leghorn cockerel problem 
before deciding upon a definite procedure 
for 1935. Poultry raisers will face new 
aspects of the Leghorn cockerel problem in 
1935 owing to the initiation of chick sex- 
ing and the availability of day-old pullet 
chicks. New problems may be expected 
to arise particularly in respect to the 
liability of starting with more pullets than 
the brooding equipment properly accom- 
modates and especially is there danger of 
overtaxing the facilities for the pullets 
after eight to twelve weeks of age.

for it intelligently, to keep it gleaming and 
attractive—that’s the smart thing to do. 


White Hair should be Snowy 


HITE hair should be just that—and 

snowy white, too. This means that 
yellow streaks are not permissable. To 
prevent this streaking, the gray-haired 
lady should be on her guard constantly. 
Sun dulls and streaks white hair, therefore 
a hat should be worn whenever the head 
is to be exposed to the sun. 

Improper or infrequent cleansing is an- 
other cause of discoloration. There should 
be a weekly shampoo, and no slipping up 
on it, either. A mild shampoo liquid is 
essential, for harsh cleansing ingredients 
tend to roughen gray hair. An occasional 
hot oil shampoo will polish the hair, make 
it gleam like silver that has been diligently 
shined. Leave the oil in the scalp and on 
the hair overnight if possible—the longer, 
the better. When it is washed out, every 
trace of oil must be removed. Fluffing 
white hair dry, with brisk movements of 
the hands, makes it look lovely. 

There are several excellent rinses for 
white hair on the market. Select one of 
these and use it in the last rinsing. They 
are helpful in the prevention of streaking. 
Between shampoos, there is the nightly 
care of this precious silver head. Brush, 
brush, just as you would for dark hair, one 
hundred strokes at least, and then gently 
massage the scalp for a few minutes. If 
the hair looks a bit in need of cleaning 
before the end of the week and another 
shampoo comes along, try rubbing the 
scalp and polishing the hair with a soft, 
turkish towel. 

And do select the permanent wave with 
care. In the matter of coiffures, the wide, 
loose wave, with the hair smartly arranged 
close to the head, is most advantageous. 
Avoid fussiness if your hair is white. Let 
nothing detract from its snowy loveliness.

Feeding 


Some new things in animal 
nutrition 


By Grif McKay 


SE of poor feeds and scant rations due 

to shortage paves the way for disease. 
Short rations or incomplete rations will 
an animal to be so stunted it 
“catches everything.’’ Iowa farmers are 
reporting such trouble with pigs shipped 
from drought areas to be fed out in corn 
belt feed lots. 

Dr. A. W. Uren of the Missouri College 
of Agriculture points out that with poorer 
roughages, a cow has to eat just that much 
more feed. This extra large load of coarse 
feed makes the cow’s paunch dry and cud 
chewing is retarded and difficult. This 
means less nutrient passing into the true 
stomach and intestine, and the animal has 
a continued sense of hunger. This makes 
the cow eat more, and pack the paunch 
still tighter. If the straw or fodder is 
moldy, so much the worse. 

You get the idea, then, that water is 
more essential when feeding coarse bulky 





fodder than when a good legume hay is | 


fed; and that is correct. An abundance of | 


water, not so cold but what the cows will 





drink all they want, helps to float the feed 
taken into the paunch. 

The poorer rations are not likely to 
help solve any calving time troubles. A 
longer dry period than usual would not be 
a bad idea for dairy cows on short rations. 
Eight weeks is none too long. A special 


fitting ration during the dry period may | 


be cheaper than the loss of a calf or re- 
duced milk flow after freshening. 


SHORTAGE of vitamin A in 
calf feeds may cause slow growth, general 
unthriftiness, scours, susceptibility to 
pneumonia or even death. In other words, 
calves can’t get along without vitamin A. 
Even when calves are getting whole milk, 
they may need to be fed vitamin A, unless 
the milk comes from cows on pasture. 
Whole milk from cows on pasture is more 
valuable because of its vitamin A than 
because of its fat. Calves on skimmilk 
need vitamin A, too. To supply this 
vitamin, feed well-cured green hay, or 
cod-liver oil or carotene. 

C. E. Knoop found that calves fed 
whole milk exclusively for several months 
at the Ohio station developed nutritional 
anemia. The calves gained slowly and 
their coats became rough. This condition 
is corrected by feeding supplements con- 
taining inorganic iron and copper. Legume 
hays are good sources of iron and copper. 


ADVANTAGES of feeding 
compressed calf meals, in the form of 
Pellets, Checkers, Nuggets and the like, 
are the doing away with the job of mixing 
up gruels, getting the right temperature, 
washing and sterilizing the pails, etc. 
Some of the feed makers claim they can 
get calves to eat more feed when fed in 
compressed form; others say no. But 
they are handy to feed. 


GRAIN and grain by-prod- 


| ucts for cows may be cheaper than hay, all 


costs considered. Hence the importance of 
keeping an open mind on such products as 
oat feed, brewers’ grains, etc. E. H. Love- 
land is telling Vermont dairymen that oat 
feed at $24 a ton corresponds to medium 
quality hay at similar price. Beet pulp, 
he says, in place of hay, corresponds with 
a price of $25 per ton for good quality 
hay. Oat feed and oat straw were found 
about equal as a source of energy for 
milking animals in Michigan tests.

You will hear folks arguing 
both ways about the effect of feed shortage 
on demand for horses. One of our Illinois 
readers writes: 

“Feed shortage is turning quite a few 
farmers to tractors as a source of power. 
When you take into consideration the 
amount of feed it takes to keep a horse 
over winter, and the cost of feed this year, 
a tractor has an advantage. I still have 
horses and like them best, but there is no 
question in my mind the tractor is more 
economical. When feed was low, quite a 
few farmers here were horse power boost- 
ers, but they have reversed this year, and 
more sales of tractors are being made 
around here.” 


IF YOUR milk strainer fails 
to give the usual satisfactory service, 
blame it on the snappy weather. A strainer 
may handle three or four ten-gallon cans 
of milk at 90° without any delay, and yet 
with the milk at 75° it will be impossible 
to pour even one can through the same 
strainer. Jarring to hurry things up may 
break a filter and let a lot of sediment 
through. 


CasEIN paints are getting 
and deserving a lot of attention. They 
were widely used on the Century of 
Progress buildings. Casein paints are not 
recommended for long time protection 
outdoors—are not competitive with oil 
paints; but they do have definite advan- 
tages. They can be mixed with water; 
they cover all sorts of rough surfaces; they 
cover unusually well; they reflect the light 
(which makes them o. k. inside cellars, 
barns and milk houses); there is no tur- 
pentine or oil smell; they are economical. 


Ar LEAST two good rea- 
sons can be given for an early check-up on 
all farm implements. For one thing, 
farmers have more time now than they 
will have later. What is vastly more im- 
portant is this: 

If the check-up is made late, and repairs 
are needed, the implement dealer may not 
have time to get the repair parts in time 
for use. Two months ahead of the time 
you expect to use the implement is none too 
early to get the order in. The same goes 
for orders for new mowing machines, com- 
bines, cultivators, etc. Last minute plac- 
ing of your order may result in your being 
able to get a combine after the harvesting 
season is over.

High Farming 
at Elmwood 


‘By Tim Webb 


Dt MR. EDITOR: 

If you can tell me what ails the 
| price of potatoes, I wish you would. 

I know enough about the size of the crop 
| to know there is no great surplus of spuds, 
| because the 1934 crop is no more than 
average, and there is no such thing as a 
carry-over in this business. Other foods 
have gone up in price, so that consumers 
ought to be turning to potatoes and cab- 
bage, and consumption ought to go up. 

Why, then, do spuds stay down (in my 
district at least) way below a dollar a 
bushel? 

Ever since November I have been ex- 
pecting prices to take a jump, but nothing 
doing so far. The worst of it is, my cus- 
tomers for my certified seed are discour- 
aged, and I have had a couple of cancella- 
tions of orders. Hardly any of them will 
take as much as I expected they would. 
When my commercial crop goes bad I can 
always feed the spuds to the stock and 
sell corn, but I hate to do that with my 
gold-plated certified stuff. 

However, neither you nor your readers 
want to read a hard-luck story from Elm- 
wood. In any case I am not as badly off 
as the Maine man whose letter you sent 
me. He says that Aroostook county po- 
tatoes have not brought enough to pay off 
the Government loans on them, and with 
the tax rate at $45.00 a thousand, and 
fertilizer advanced $5 to $7 a ton more 
than last year, he does not think there 
will be much of a crop planted this spring. 

That is the trouble, Mr. Editor, with 
any one-crop section, I don’t care what it 
is—potatoes, wheat, cotton, tobacco, 
prunes, or sugar. One year out of six, 
conditions happen to be just right, and the 
ones who are in business that year clean 
up. The other five years, conditions are 
bad, and what a roar goes up then. All 
they do is holler for help. 

The only safe farming, I think, is diver- 
sified farming. Right now, my corn is 
high priced, and I can sell every ear I am 
willing to let go. The Aroostook potato 
men who have some other crop besides 
| spuds are probably getting by all right. 

I wanted to tell you something about the 
Townsend plan and how it is regarded 
around here, but guess I can’t this time. 
I will say, however, that all the people 
who believe in Santa Claus are hot for it, 
just as you would expect. You can’t argue 
with them—all they can see is that $200

Nz for years has interest been so keen 
in horses and mules as a source of 
farm power. This is reflected in the report 
that farmers’ week at Minnesota Agricul- 
tural College this winter will include two 
courses on buying and selling of horses. 
Quite a few folks not new in farming have 
never had the experience of buying or 
selling a horse. 

Better prices for work animals are re- 
sponsible for this renewed interest. Horse 
and mule commission firms in Saint Louis 
estimate that the prices of horses are up 
$10 to $25 a head and mules $15 to $35. 
At the Chicago horse auction at Union 
Stock Yards in mid-December, 160 horses 
were picked up in a hurry, top price being 
$340 for a team of four-year-old sorrel 
geldings, weight around 3,500 pounds. Re- 
ceipts of horses at Union Stock Yards in 
1934 were about 50 per cent above 1933. 

Harry McNair, Chicago horseman, says 
the buyers of horses now want young 
animals, and principally mares. For sev- 
eral years, he says, nobody wanted to 
break a colt; a 12- or 14-year-old mare 
would bring more than a three-year-old. 
But now the buyers seem to have swung to 
the other extreme. He reports a very 
great increase in demand for mares and 
geldings in ages from weanlings to four- 
year-olds—especially mares. This is sweet

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| Harbin Lespedeza 
| By E. D. Leach 


E have always been told that les- 
pedezas should be covered only lightly 
if at all. My experience last summer con- 
vinces me that Harbin will make a better 
start during a dry season if it has a reason- 
able covering. When there is moisture it 
will grow anyway. Consequently the 
next time I sow Harbin with grain, the 
Harbin is going into the drill with the 
grain at the rate of 20 to 25 pounds to the 
acre. 
The ground on which my seed crop was 
grown in 1933 was left just as the crop 
yas removed. Owing to warm weather in 
October more than half of the shelled seed 
germinated and were winter killed. We 
had the most severe winter for years, the 
thermometer going to more than 40 below 
zero, but the Harbin seed remaining on the 
ground germinated last spring. The Har- 
bin plants were about the first vegetation 
to be seen in the spring and three different 
times after they started the ground was 
frozen solid. Such freezings did not seem 
to bother the Harbin. After the plants 
came up, seeds were found three inches in 
the ground that were doing nicely. This 
is another reason that leads me to believe 
that it is not fatal to cover Harbin. 


Grew Where Nothing Else Would 


ARBIN scattered on bare spots, gravel 

pits and sand banks during the freezing 
days of March grew plants that produced 
seed. While the growth in these instances 
was nothing spectacular, the fact is im- 
portant that Harbin did grow where noth- 
ing else would. Unfortunately I can not 
make a report on Harbin in the pasture 
grasses. Because of the drought, the ground 
where the test was being made had to be 
plowed before anything could be learned. 
Harbin, however, came up this last spring 
in several places over the farm from seed 
dropped the fall before. 

One objection raised against Harbin is 
that it does not grow higher. This is un- 
questionably worth considering. It is, 
however, the same objection that was also 
raised against Korean when it was first 
introduced. There are reports this year 
that Korean did not grow high enough to 
cut. Just how much more of a growth 
Harbin would have made had there been 
more moisture I can not say. It would 
seem, however, that the growth Harbin 
did make when other crops were either 
burned up or dormant should help to 
answer the objection as to size. 


Withstood the Drought 


N addition to the regular farm crops, I 

had about a dozen test plantings of dif- 
ferent forage crops. The several strains of 
lespedeza made the best showing during 
the dry spell of anything on the farm. 
Seed from some varieties never germi- 
nated. 

In my opinion lespedeza can be grown 
successfully during almost any kind of a 
drought, provided there is moisture enough 
to germinate the seed. It is not injured 
here by spring or fall frosts like the Korean, 
and will reseed itself as far north as it 
will mature seed. It makes a better growth 
without a cover crop, but needs a cover 
crop to keep down the weeds. It is not 
injured by being pastured and will reseed 
itself if not pastured too closely. In short, 
it will grow, produce seed and reseed 
itself on ground where nothing else will 
grow.

usually planted five to seven 
inches deep, may simply be left without 
disturbing. With Tulips, they may either 
be left alone or removed and stored in a 
cool dry spot till planting time in the late 
fall. Their removal is generally con- 
sidered the most desirable practise. 

Many readers may have Hardy Phlox 
in their gardens and enjoy but mediocre 
success with it. Success with the ordinary 
old fashioned kinds is more difficult than 
with the newer varieties. Mildew and red 
spider are the worst enemies. Dusting 
with Bordeaux mixture, preferably when 
the foliage is wet with dew, 
control for mildew The tiny mites,

ture, so wetting with a strong spray from 
the hose generally routs them. The 
difficulty with most of us is that we do 
not use these protective measures and 
then complain that we don’t seem to have 
any luck with Phlox. 

The secret of keeping Phlox blooming 
over a long period is to feed heavily (sheep 
manure is good). As each clump develops 
its flower heads, just before the buds are 
fully formed, clip out here and there 
through the clump, every other bloom 
head just below the flower buds.

| and a New One

IRE destroyed the building which for 

twelve years served as headquarters of 
the National 4-H Club Congress held an- 
nually in Chicago on the week following 
Thanksgiving. But neither fire nor a 
summer drought that seared vast areas of 
land could check the irresistible spirit of 
youth in the million boy and girl members 
of the 4-H clubs. 

Out of the ashes of the Chicago Stock 
Yards fire rose a larger and more beautiful 
building, dedicated by the International 
Live Stock Exposition to youth of the 
farms. And from the land, the parched 
and the fruitful alike, flowed the sap of 
youth’s unconquerable spirit, a spirit that 
sent 1,300 of its leaders to the Thirteenth 
National 4-H Club Congress in December.

Rutgers Tomato, 
a New Variety 


FTER eight years’ of painstaking 
scientific work, plant breeders at the 
New Jersey Experiment Station have suc- 
ceeded in producing a super-tomato that 
is being counted upon to yield growers 
more money and provide consumers with 
a product of unexcelled quality. Named 
“Rutgers,” this new variety has the 
traditional: scarlet color of Rutgers Uni- 
versity on the banks of the Raritan. The 
new tomato has qualities that recommend 
it for commercial and home canning, for 
home gardening, and for market gardening. 
The breeding work that resulted in the 
Rutgers tomato was started in 1926 by 
Prof. L. G. Schermerhorn, head of the in- 
stitution’s vegetable department, and his 
associates. The plant breeders started by 
cross-breeding selected plants of the Mar- 
globe and J. T. D. varieties, which then 
ranked as among the best tomatoes grown 
in New Jersey. Thousands of plants were 
examined before 75 were finally selected 
for their early maturity, vigor of foliage, 
freedom of the fruit from cracks and 
diseases, smoothness, productivity and 
uniformity of type. 


The Result of Many Trials 


ROM then on the plant breeders con- 

tinued their selections and breeding 
experiments, seeking always to effect 
improvement with each succeeding gen- 
eration. More than 32,000 plants were 
propagated and grown in these investiga- 
tions. Finally, the four most promising 
and still unnamed of the new varieties 
were extensively tested under field condi- 
tions on 75 farms located in all tomato 
growing sections of the state. These field 
tests, made in 1934, revealed that one of 
the four varieties—the one now known as 
Rutgers—provided the new super-tomato 
the vegetable industry in New Jersey has 
long been seeking. 

Only a limited amount of seed is avail- 
able for 1935, and New Jersey growers will 
have first chance at it. By 1936 seedsmen 
ought to be well supplied.

farmers in other parts of the country?” I 
interrupted to ask. 

Mr. Davis smiled and replied, ‘‘We were 
told repeatedly while Congress was con- 








sidering the original Bankhead Bill that 
cotton farmers ‘would not stand for it.’ 
We were told the same thing about the 
Kerr-Smith Bill. Yet the majority in 
favor of continuing their use in 1935 was 
90 per cent. 

‘“‘We are beginning to hear much the 
same arguments against application of the 
principle to other crops. We are told, for 
example, that the attitude of the producer 
of wheat, or corn, or hogs, or cattle would 
be entirely different; that these producers 
will co-operate in AAA programs only so 
long as each has the right to decide whether 
he individually will comply. Perhaps these 
views are correct—I frankly admit I don’t 
know. I do know, however, that producers 
of these other crops are beginning to give 
the subject new consideration. 

“There will be plenty of time for such 
consideration. It does not appear mee | 
that workable methods for other crops will 
be developed for use in 1935. If farmers 
want to use such plans in 1936, they have 
a!l of 1935 to refine the details. And we 
| stand ready to help, if we are needed.”

Winner of the Moses Trophy for boys 
was Floyd S. Amsler, 19, of Rensselaer, 
Ind. Besides building up a fine flock of 
Shropshire sheep and improving his seed 
corn, he supervised the work of 119 boys, 
of whom 107 completed 140 farm projects.
